Hope soared in forcign diplomatic circles here today 
that the latest statement by Communist China’s Premier, Chou 
En-lai, on the ropatriation of prisoners in Korea might lead 
to an end of hostilities. . 
Representatives here of the Arab-Asian bloc of nations 
which tried previously to find a solution to the Korean dead- 
lock said they believed that Chou's offer today provided the 
brightest prospect yet that Red China sincerely wants to end 


Chou, according to the broadeast, said that Chinese and North 
Korean Communists .were willing’ to agree that only those prisoners who 

_ wished to be repatriated shall be sent home and that the remainder, 
would be turned over to a “neutral state.” 
A member of one of the leading nations in the Arab-Asian bloc 

said, “I think it is very clear that there has-been a definite change of 


policy by the Communists.” 


He'added that, most “neutral” nations were 


convinced that Moscow and Peking, since the death of Stalin, had decided: 
that they must come to terms with the United Nations in Korea. 


In the meantime, the 
Department is maintaining an 
attitude of utmost caution to- 
ward Chou's Intest statement. 
Ofticinis, obviously aware of the 
need for proceeding with great 
core at ‘a delicate point, would 
say only that the report of the 
Chinese offer was “under study.” 

Asian and Arab_ representa- 
tives who are optimistic ‘over. 
the possibility of un East-West 
agreement on ending the Korean 
war cited the following as 
evidence of what they believed 
to be a desire of the Communists 
to get ulong with the West 
better: 

1.—Moscow's offer last week 
to try to secure the release of 
British and = French civilians 
held by the Reds, 

2.—The Soviet offer, accepted 
‘py-the Brilish,-to sit-down and 

uss ways of avoiding future 
air clushes In Germany. . 
3.—The Chinese offer of last 
week to undertake tho tm- 
mediate repatriation of slek and 
wounded prisoners of war on 
both sides in Korea, The Reds 
also proposed the resumption of 
truce talks at Panmunjom,  ° 
4.—Today's Chinese proposal 
to repatriate immediately only 
those prisoners who desired it 
and turn others over to a 
“neutral state.” 
KEY TO AGREEMENT 

Objective diplomatic observers 
believed that the key to an 
agreement on repatriation lay in 
the definition of ao "neutral 
state.” It is believed that if a 
country which the United States 
considers to be truly ‘“‘neutral", 
such as Switzerland, ‘were pro- 
‘then American officials 
would conglder the Red offer to 
be a real advance toward peace, 

They noted, on the other hand, 
that the Communists: might con— 
sider Poland or Czechoslovakia 
neutral because although. they 
are members of the United Na~ 
{ions they have not supported 
the world organisation’s actlon 
in Korea.

The hostesses say manage- 
ment collect 25 per cent of their 
takings Irrespective of total 
income and maintain that as 
they work on ao contract bans 
it {s unfair for management to 
demand their percentage on 
days which they do not work, 

Cabaret managers say they 
are not demanding fines from 
hostesses who are medically 
unfit for work or for other 
unforeseen but genulne reasons. 
Thoy say the Singapore Dance 
Hostesses Association agreed on 
levying fines on those who

without valid reasons,” ~
